Company, restraining the latter com­ 
pany from buying fish from Japanese 
under contract to sell their catch to 
the big concerns. He also overruled a 
dem urrer to the complaints and or­ 
dered answers to be tiled by Saturday. 
He set the cases, to be tried on their 
merits, for 9 o’clock 
next 
Tuesday 
morning. At that time the question of 
a perm anent injunction 
will 
be de­ 
termined. 
The courtroom was filled with repre­ 
sentatives of the big tuna companies 
and well-dressed Japanese, and others 
who showed the deep tan of deep-sea 
fishing. 
It was contended 
by 
Earl 
Rogers, J. A. Anderson and ll. I. Gies- 
ler, attorneys for the defendant com­ 
pany, that 
the 
plaintiff 
companies 
were dealing with aliens and that they 
had no legal right to contract with 
them, as they had no right to fish with­ 
in the three-mile limit 
in 
American 
waters. 
The 
packing 
companies, 
through 
Attorney E. A. Meserve, 
complained 
that the defendant company sends out 
boats, that meet the fishermen under 
contract, and buys fish at a price high­ 
er than that for which the contract 
calls. 
The court is asked to restrain 
the defendant from keeping up this 
practice. 
The attorneys for the de­ 
fendant contend these contracts made 
by the alleged big combine operate in 
restraint of trade and are against pub­ 
lic policy. 
They hold that fish are 
wild game and cannot be subject of 
contract until they are caught. 
While their 
respective 
employers 
were preparing to fly at each other’s 
legal throats 
in 
Judge 
W ellborn’s 
court, the captains of two rival fishing 
boats early Monday morning 
buried 
the hatchet on the high seas, the one, 
captain for the defendant, coming to 
the rescue of the other, 
captain 
for 
the plaintiff, just as the latter was 
about to founder seven miles this side 
of Catalina In a heavy gale. 
The good Samaritan of the episode 
was the big tender Theo-Hy of the 
Halfhill Tuna Packing 
Company 
of 
Long Beach, and the recipient was the 
small fishing boat Alpha, chartered by 
the W hite Star Canning Company, al­ 
so of Long Beach. 
The 
Alpha 
was 
trying to make port, loaded with more 
than tw enty tons of fish, when her 
anchor washed away and she swung 
broadside to the waves, taking water 
w ith every swell. The Theo-Hy came 
by just in time, 
and 
connecting up 
with a tow line, pulled the Alpha into 
Los Angeles harbor.

Los Angeles Supervisors Hear 
Figures Concerning Di­ 
version Project 


Loa Angeles Times: 
The Board of 
Supervisors is divided on the question 
of accepting the report prepared by J. 
W. Reagan, flood control engineer, on 
the coat of construction of the Domin­ 
guez dam, acquiring rights of way for 
the new channel of the Los Angeles 
river and other expenses to prevent 
silt emptying into Los Angeles har 
bor. 
The total cost of this improvement 
was estimated by Mr. Reagan at 9L 
285,000. The costs of land, rights of 
way, easements and property to 
be 
taken were estimated at $718,250; in 
jury to other land, $20,000; roads and 
bridges, $405,000; cost of maintenance 
for five years, $25,000; incidental ex' 
ponses, $116,750. 
The committee, comprising 
Super 
visor Woodley, Mayor Woodman 
of 
this city and ex-Mayor Hatch of Long 
Beach, appointed by the Board of Su­ 
pervisors to 
secure 
estimates 
for 
rights of way for the proposed chan 
net from Dominguez dam to the ocean 
west of Alamitos Bay, presented its 
report at Monday’s meeting. 
The estimate was for 
Dominguez 
dike, 140 acres, $84,000; for Compton 
Creek diversion, sixteen acres, $9600; 
for river west of Salt Lake Railway, 
149 acres, $89,400; for flowing rights 
above Dominguez dike, including dam 
ages, HOO acres, $660,000; for cut east 
of Salt Lake railway, 275 acres, $96, 
250; for cut below this point, 14,000 
feet, including water-bearing land east 
of Signal Hill. 257 acres, $17,900; from 
pass to head of bay, 7000 
feet, 
111 
acres, $166,500: from head of bay to 
ocean, 96 acres, $500,000. 
The total 
estimate was $1,881,650. 
These figures were to aid the en­ 
gineer in making up his report, and 
as it was then desired to have 
the 
estimate in time for the ballots for the 
November election, Mr. Regan 
was 
asked to make haste. County Counsel 
HIU was asked to report on the advis­ 
ability of doing the big work 
piece­ 
meal. 
His interpretation of the law 
was to the effect that lf it is done 
piecemeal the bond Issue must be ap­ 
plied to that particular piece, and it 
would require a four-flfths vote of the 
board for another appropriation. 
A large delegation from Long Beach 
attended the meeting, and 
remarks 
were made by the members. 
When the proposition came 
to a 
vote, Supervisor Woodley voted to do 
something right away in order to have 
the benefit of the government's $500, 
OOO appropriation. 
Supervisors Nor 
ton and Hinshaw and the acting chair­ 
man of the board voted to refer the re­ 
port back to Mr. Regan to embody a 
comprehensive scheme for the whole 
county. It was believed the estimate 
could be received in time for a special 
boud election in January or February.

WASHINGTON DRY’ LAW 


There have been many 
conflicting 
statements as to the effect of the pro­ 
hibition law which went into effect in 
the State of Washington on the first 
of this year, und any 
authoritative 
statement as to conditions is of par­ 
ticular interest to Californians 
just 
now. In this respect Governor Ernest 
Lister of Washington is certainly one 
man whose judgment 
is 
worthy of 
attention. 
In an interview given re­ 
cently to the Everett (Wash.) Herald. 
Governor Lister said: 
‘‘Some say that business has not 
been quite as good in the State since 
the prohibition law wont 
into effect 
January I, but even if this is the case, 
there is something wrong with the 
people of the State of Washington if 
business is placed on a higher level 
than manhood and womanhood. 
If 
the brewers’ bill is passed it means 
that the manufacture and sale of malt 
liquor in Washington will again be 
permitted. 
Under this bill (lie pur­ 
chaser of beer is not required to se­ 
cure a permit from the county auditor. 
"This bill would start places where 
beer could be stored, which would be 
ten times worse than Hie open licensed 
saloon, for we would have but little 
control over these places, which would 
not be violating the law as tar as the 
purchase of beer would be concerned. 
"I talked in April to two of the 
owners of the 
Hotel Washington of 
Seattle, one of the largest hotels in the 
State, und one 
which it 
was said 
would be seriously affected 
by 
the 
prohibition law. 
These men told me 
that the business at the Hotel Wash­ 
ington during the first three months 
after tile prohibition law went into 
effect was far better than the business 
during the first three months of 1916, 
even including the bar receipts, so I 
have no reason to see why the big 
hotels need help. 
"I talked to the owner of the Daven­ 
port Hotel in Spokane; and I con­ 
sider the Haven port tile finest hotel 
on the Pacific Coast und one of the 
finest in the United States. This man 
before the prohibition bill went into 
effect felt that It would ruin Ills busi­ 
ness; and business men from Spokane 
visited the legislature in Olympia to 
try to find some law to prevent this 
ruin. 
I have the statem ent of these 
same men that since January I, iii the 
first six months, under the prohibition 
law, business in the Davenport Hotel 
has been 2< per cent better than it was 
during the first six months 
of 
last 
year, when liquor was sold at the 
hotel. 
“A traveling man who sells grocer­ 
ies to stores from Seattle to Pasco told 
me that in this mining region around 
Cle Elum, Roslyn 
and 
Ronald, the 
grocers were being paid better than 
ever 
before, 
and 
bad 
fewer 
bad 
accounts. This man told me that sev­ 
eral grocers told him the people are 
buying large amounts of toilet soap, 
where before they 
purchased only 
laundry soap. 
Isn’t u law a good 
thing which enables parents to wash 
their children with toilet soap rather 
than with laundry soap? 
"In the reformatory at Monroe, only 
a little more than half as many In­ 
mates have been received during the 
first six months of this year as were 
sent there during the aa me period in 
1816. 
"At W alla Walla there has been a 
great decrease in the number of pris­ 
oners received. 
The county and city 
jails all over the State do not have 
half as many prisoners as were In 
them a year ago.”.
